TBK CUBAN QUUSFfON. 


If the reports from Madrid are cor- 


rect that Spain has asked the recall of 
General Lee from his post at Havans 
and protests against the United States 
'sending supplies for the concentr&dos 
in war vessels, asking that they be con- 
veyed in merchant vessels, the relations 
between the two countries will reach a 
greater point of tension. 
Of course it 


is entirely within the discretion of a 
nation to whom they are accredited to 
ask the recall of diplomatic or consular 
agents, but some reason must be as- 
signed, and what reason can Spain have 
for asking the recall of General Lee? 
He has been singularly circumspect and 
cautious, and has inspired general confi- 
dence that he is the man for the place 
not only by his fidelity to American in- 
terests, but his care to avoid just ofleuse 
to the Spaniards. As to the request the 
relief solicited by President McKinley 
for the concentrados, starving, because 
of Spanish oppression and cruelty, shall 
be sent to Cuba in other than national 
vessels, it may have two explanations— 
one Spanish sensibilities, and the other 
the apprehension that there are mines 
and torpedoes still in Havana harbor 
and Spanish fanatics ready to explode 
them. 
This relief movement was ill- 


advised from the start, but, like sending 
the Maine to Havana, appears to have 
been one of the president's contrivances 
to appear to be doing something.—The 
Pittsburg Post.
